For the first time in six years a world at peace will celebrate 
the Holy Season of Christmas. My 1945 Message to the students 
and friends of Loyola becomes in consequence the easiest and 
happiest one | have written. 

The Peace af Augustus prepared the world for the coming 
of the Prince of Peace two thousand years ago. The Peace of 
the United Nations, we sincerely hope, will expedite the coming 
of His Kingdom in the hearts of men even in our time. 

During the past six months vast armies of men have returned 
ém many present and past Loyola 
students. Others, de'ayed abroad, have at least been mercifully 
freed from the actual and anticipated horrors of battle. For this 
we are deeply grateful. We are grateful too, for the many bless- 
ings that have come to Loyola even in the years of stress; grate- 
ful for the spirit of generosity that prompted members of the 
Staff cheerfully to render service over and beyond the call 
of duty, replacing Jesuit chaplains attached to the Armed 
Forces; grateful that on the battle front and on the home front 
Loyola men acquitted themselves with honour and high cour- 
age ard that so many of them have been now restored to their 
loved ones and to us; grateful even for the lessons learned at a 
great price and for this new and splendid opportunity to make 
the world and Canada a better place in which to serve God and 
our fellow men. 

Courageous in conflict, in victory we will be equally Chris- 
tan. To the Babe of Bethlehem, Who alone holds the key to 
the world’s problems and to our own, we will turn humbly, with 
strengthened loyalty and steadfast hope, and beg of Him to 
open our minds and hearts to the full significance of that first 
Christmas when He shared our nature that we might participate 
in His; when He walked with men on earth, that we might live 
with Him in heaven; when He accepted the burden of our debt 
that we might trade time for eternity. 

In the long story of mankind no event has been more earth- 
shaking, more far-reaching; not world wars or cataclysms; not 
scientific d’scoveries or atomic bombs. Guided by His doctrine, 
inspirerd by His example, strengthened by His grace, may this 
Christmas of 1945 help us reach up towards that destiny opened 
for us when God became man because He loved us. 

With gratitude in our hearts for that first Christmas when the 
world was at peace, and for this Christmas when the blessings 
and rich oppo:tunities of peace have again returned to us, let 
us pray that the doubtful security of worldly triumph may not 
supplant the soul-searching concern for lasting things in which 
alone we found strength in the dark days of trial. I will offer 
mass on Christmas morning that the Christ Child will give to 
you and to your famllies that joy and happiness which He alone 
can give, since it is a foretaste of the joy of His Kingdom and 
is based noi on the might of arms nor on the wealth of earth but 
on the strong security of His friendship and boundless love.

If 
Finland, if Poland, if the Ukraine break away from Russia, 
it is nothing terrible. Why, and in what is it bad? Anyone 
who says so is a chauvinist. One must be insane to continue 
the policy of Czar Nicholas. There was a time when Alex- 
ander and Napoleon traded peoples, there was a time when 
the Czars were trading portions of Poland. Are we to continue 
this policy of the Czars? That would be chauvinism of the 
worst sort. No people can be free which. oppresses other 
people.” (Lenin. Sobranye Sochimeny, Moscow, 1927, vol.

The celebrated violinist, Mischa 
Elman, was heard last Monday 
evening, in a recital that covered 
the violin Uiterature of over 250 
years. It was a programme in 
which emotion and amazing vir- 
tuosity were combined with, and 
fortunately tempered by a pro- 
found musicianship. 

However, last Monday evening 
at least, it was evident that the 
writings of the Romantic school 
were adapfw to the talents of the 
artist, fou in these works he 
achieved “the greatest success. 
Lalo’s Symphonie Espagnole was 
performed with consummate art- 
istry. Always, Mr. Elman evoked 
from his instrument a full-blooded 
warm tone, at times velvet-like 








tone like molten-gold in its beauty 
which could be moulded to suit all 
forms of nuances. The technical 
obstacles of this and all other 
works were negotiated with 
tounding clearness and precision, 
and disarming ease. 

In the Kreutzer Sonata by Bee- 
thoven, Mr. Elman never seemed 
to grasp ithe inmost nature of this 
work. Even though the ‘technical 
side was easily accomplished, and 
teft the artist a full field for in- 
terpretable ability, mevertheless, 
the sudden climaxes, the great 
range of emotions, the scholarly, 
subleties and wtterances never 
seemed to be grasped and express- 
ed, although they were approach- 
ed and sometimes even touched.

A.D., according to Dr. Wendt. This 
will ’be an era when the working- 
man will find time to really live;

and agriculture of arid states will 
be completely changed. 

Dr. Wendt 'then gave an account 
of other recent scientific develop- 
ments: the electric eye that sees 
faster and distinguishes colour 
more accurately than the human 
eye; the electric ear that hears 

a greater range of vibration than 
any human ear; radio-controlled 
planes; and in the field of medi- 
cine, penicilin, sulfa drugs and 
blood plasma. Plasma has absorb- 

ed the work of Russian doctors.
